Recognition 


BROCKEV1LLE, Fa.— (/P) —Ten of 


15 women, widows and daughters of 
Civil war veterans, inmates of the in- 
firmary of the Pennsylvania Memo- 
rial Home here, were burned to death 
in a fire that razed the structure 
Tuesday morning. 


Fireman battled the flames which 


swept through the one-story building 
in 18-below-zcro weather. 


Aged 64 to 91 


The victims, ranging in age from 64 


to 9-1. all widows, daughters or cousins 
of Civil war veterans, had no oppor- 
tunity to flee from their hospital beds 
as the fire started about the middle 
of the building and swept through the 
corridors. 


The bodies, some burned almost be- 


yond recognition, were found hud- 
dlccl in the ruins. 


The blaze was discovered during the 


chill, early morning hours by Mrs. 
Ella Hulings, a night nurse, 


Awi«.encd by the smell of smoke, 


she rushed into the hallway, only to 
find her way blocked by smoke and 
flame. 


She tried to get to a telephone, but 


again her efforts were balked and she 
groped her way to a fire alarm. She 
said the fire seemed to have started 
in a washroom and firemen expressed 
the belief the blaze was caused by a 
short circuit. 


Alarm Is Given 


The alarm aroused Mrs. Mary B. 


Hutchiuson, superintendent, other at- 
tendants and 20 additional inmates in 
the nearby 
main building, a brick 


structure. 


By the time fire fighters arrived 


the flames had gained such headway 
as to make approach to the blazing 
building impossible. 


In the meantime, Mrs Hulings had 


fought her way through the smoke to 
revcrnl of the rooms, aroused three of 
the women who were able to walk 
out unaided and led the other two to 
safety.

A shrub will live forever if it is 


well fertilized, kept free from disease? 
and pruned properly. 


Pruning is the real secret of its life-, 


and yet the- ciyerage gardener seems 
to think that if he clips the ends off 
and takes out the dead wood every 
year thnt is all the pruning necessary. 


It is not sufficient to keep a shrub 


healthy. The manner of pruning is 
most important. 


Some rules should be- learned by 


everyone who hunelles a pair of prun- 
ing shears. They arc relatively the 
mot! damaging weapon a man can 
hold, for the good of growing plants, 
links? be knows what he is about. 


The first job is to toko out ck-acl 


wood. But if the plant has been prvin. 
eel properly the yoar before-, barring 
accidents--, there should be no dead 
wood. 


Next, tukc out olel wood all the way 


tc below the surface of the ground. 
This is hardest to do with a large 
healthy i:hrub. It may have been cut

ed in the years of 1917-19." 


Thus far, Wallace said, the country 


has 'applied only the barest beginnings 
of the sort of social discipline which 
a completely determined nationalism 
requires. It is, to be sure, a serious 
question whether we as a people have 
the patience and fortitude to go 
through with an international program 
when the world seeks with varying 
degrees of panic to be stampeding the 
other way. It is quite as serious a 
question whether we have the resolu- 
tion and the staying power to swallow 
all the words and deeds of our robust, 
individualistic past, and submit to a 
completely army-like, nationalistic dis- 
cipline in peace time." 


Wallace said "dispassionate discus- 


sion" in Congress, public forums and 
schoolhouses—should be given three 
courses of foreign policy which he 
said were open to the United States. 
These he listed as: 


A policy of self-containment requir- 


ing the "permanent retirement of from 
40 to 100 million acres of crop land 
from cultivation" and "the shifting of 
millions of people from the farms of 
the South." 


An international policy based on re- 


gaining world trade, which would re- 
quire a radical scaling down of tarifl 
walls, acceptance of a billion dollars 
more goods from abroad than we re- 
ceived in 1929 and reorganiation of 
protected industries. 


A "panned middle- course" halfwa; 


between these two extremes. 


The secretary warned against fi 


nancing exports by foreign loans on 
limited credits. 


"Again and again." he said, "w 


shall be tempted under stress to post 
pone the New Deal method—goods fo
